The. percentage of revenue devoted to 
debt service by China is. even greater 
than in Japan, but there is the decided 
difference here that China has not yet 
committed iteelf to the numerous un- 
dertakings which require so great ex- 
penditures in other lines as in Japan, and 
furthermore taxation has not reached, 
anything like the burden here that it has 
in Japan. | 
Ail these considerations indicate that 
China is quite as well situated as Japan, 
if not, In fact, considerably better, when 


for war purposes. 
Japan Needs to Expand. 

There is a phase of the matter, however, 
which I have not found considered by any 
of the men here who are so eagerly sym- 
pathetic with China and so antagonistic 
to Japan. That is the fundamental eco- 
nomic necessity which is driving Japan 
forward. | 

It was made quite clear to me in Japan 
that the government there has a very 
keen recognition of the economic situa- 
tion of the country, and I gained the dis- 
tinct impression that the leading states- 
men of Japan have reached the definite 
determination to effect a substantial ex- 
pansion at the earliest possible time, as 
the first means of relief from the increas- 
ing press of population. 

The average density of population in 
the main islands of Japan, not including 
the cold and barren northern island of 
Hokkaido, is almost 2,800 per square ri, 
or approximately 475 per square mile. 

The average birth rate is about 34 per 
41,000 annually, and the average death | 
rate is about 22 per 1,000. Since the war 
with Russia the increase of population, 
by excess of births over deaths, has been 
a little more than 700,000 a year. This is 
an average increase of approximately 
seven per square mile per annum. 


‘Compared to America. 

Roughly speaking, the average density. 
of population in the United States is some- 
thing like fifty per square mile. A casual 
comparison of our situation in this re- 
spect with that. of Japan will give Ameri- 
cans some conception of the problem that 
| is pressing upon the Japanese statesmen. 

I believe that the Japanese government 
has reached the settled determination to 
attempt the solution of this problem now 
and that it will come pretty closé to ac- 
complishing its purpose. It means to do 
it peaceably if it can, forcibly if it must. 
Manchuria, with an average popula- 
tion of.only about forty per square mile, is 
a naturally attractive outlet.. There are- 
only two or three provinces in all China 
with a density of population equal tothat 
of Japan. — 

These circumstances offer the first hope 
of relief to Japan, and, as Count Okuma 
pointed out tn my recent interview with 
him, the Japanese ‘leaders are already 
working on the problem of providing the 
gubstantial “ultimate relief through the 
development of industria! enterprises that |

Tene back of the minds of so many of the 
Americans out here—the possibility that 
the United States may interfere in some 
way to prevent the’ accomplishment of 
the Japanese designs on China. 

These Americans, or some of them, are 


can to persuade, induce, or drive the 
United States into active opposition to 
Japan. They are preparing material for 
the widest possible circulation at home, 


‘and are sending home men well informed 


on the situation and conditions out here 
to write and talk in behalf of their views. 
A distinct propagandist effort ts on. At 
the same time a committee of Chinese 
commercial men is going to the United 
States to boom the prospects of American 
trade with China. I have no information 
yet as to whether this is merely a coinci- 
dence or a part of the propaganda. Prob- 
ably it is merely coincidence. 
There is little room for doubt as to what 
active Interference with Japan's designs 
on China by the United States would ulti- 
mately mean'to us. The Japanese are 
already sufficiently disturbed by Ameri- 
ca’s refusal to admit their people into the

Will Resent U. S. Interference. 
One of them said quite frankly to me 
that it might be different if the Ameri- 
cans really exerted themselves to foster

U. 8. Easily Could Provoke War. 

Consequently I have been asking the 
Americans in Shangha! what there is for 
the United States to gain by undertaking 
such interference with Japan's schemes 


‘in China as they would like to see our 


government attempt. : 

Put in plain English, it looks to me as 
if that course would be about the best 
one for us to adopt if we really desire 
to bring about war with Japan. Itseems 
to me it would be easier to provoke trouble 
in that way than in any other, consider- 
ing the apparent present temper of the 
Japanese government. 

Is the game worth the candle? Most of 


the Americans out here reply promptly, 


yes. And they are so situated that they 
probably would suffer most seriously if 
such a war were to be brought on. But 
they have several theories about the con- 
duct of such a war. 
There is a great deal of discussion of 
this possibility in Japan and here. Most 
of the Americans and other foreigners 
with whom I talked in Japan think that 
there would be no collision of armed 
forces, either land or naval, if Japan and 
the United Statee should go to war, but 
that the entire conflict would be com- 
reial. They seem to believe that the 
nited States by simply stopping all im- 
portations from Japan and all exports to 
Japan could soon bring that country ab- 
solutely to our terms. Of course we 
should lose the Philippines, they say, but 
that would be a good thing. 


_ Forget Political Poteibilities. 
Much of this talk is similarly fantastic. 


| There are some extraordinary ideas out 


‘here about the political possibilities in 
the Upited States, especially among 
Americans who have been away from 
home for many years. They seem to think 
that there is no longer a political side to 
war and that the United States can.act 
on purely economic considerations. ~~ 

Americans here who think the game is 
worth the candle begin to talk at once 
and with great enthusiasm about the pos- 
sibilities of the expansion of American 
trade with China in case Japan is checked 
and the door is really left open with equal 
opportunity to all. 

No doubt - under present conditions, so 
far as the.Chinese are concerned, there 
could be a great expansion of Amer- 
ican trade.

Trade advantage, then, is the first an- 
swer which is given to the question as to 
whether there is any adequate reason for 
the United States to interfere with 
Japan's designs.

Means Téllow-White War. 


It is simply that if Japan is permitted 
now to achleve commercial domination 
of China, it will be only a comparatively 
few years before it will also acquire po- 
litical. domination.

Men who are thinking of this believe } 


that it is the policy. of wisdom for the 
United States and Europe to keep China 
out of the grasp of Japan at all hazards, 
and to make whatever sacrifice is de- 
manded right now to begin the work. 

‘The Chinese and Japanese can be kept 
apart, they believe, and kept apart they 
constitute no real menace to the rest of 
the world. But once united there is no 
measuring the possibilities of danger and 
trouble involved. 

That is the view of men here who think

On the facilities for 
transportation must Gepend the ae-

Out of the ‘peculiar needs presented bas 
been. evolved a ‘simple vehicle known to scouts 
as a “trek cart.” The name suggests that 
it eame- wut of South Africa when the Boer- 
‘British war began adding words to our vocab- 
uilary. The word has its origin in the Dutch 
“ trekken,” ‘meaning to track or to tow. 

The motive power of the trek cart is sup- 
plied by the boy hikers themselves. The trek 
cart serves the’ purpose of taking the load off 
your back and putting it on wheels. 

‘There are, of course, several forms in which 
such a vehicle can be built. I shall describe 
one in mind which has been a five years’ suc-- 
cess in the sfvice of a certain western troop. 
This trek cart was built by the boys them- 
selves and has from time to time been sub- 
jected to changes that experience seemed to 
advise. 


The bed of the cart is six feet long and two . 


feet wide. It is mounted on two wheels, set 
on an axle located at the center of gravity of 
the eart. The wheels are three feet apart. 
giving them Six inches of clearance on either | 
side of the cart bed, The three foot gauge, 


being considerably narrower than the stand- — 
_ ard wagon gauge, makes it possible to go 


through the woods and into tangles where a | 
broader vehicle would meet impassable ob- 
xtructions. Also this cart can, be operated on 
the “sidewalks where necessary. 

The wheels are discarded buggy wheels, 
light and amply strong. Wagon wheels, or 
even the light iron wheels of various farming 
implements, might be found available in build- 
ing a similar cart. The wheels are three feet 
in diameter. This dimension is: worth consid- 


eration in building a trek cart, for the larger 


the wheels the easier the traction. A moment's

Now comes a young maa with a new weap- 
on for fighting back the sea. Philip Brasher, 
a young éngineer graduate of Princeton, has 
found a way to. use compressed air to save 
the coast lives. The compressed air system 
does not attempt to meet the mighty pound 
of the waves with resistance, but rather to 
break them up. A field of application is at 
once available at a hundred points.along our 
extensive coast lines, particularly along cer- 
tain sections of the New Jersey fittoral. 3 
Mr. Brasher’s compressed air breakwater is 
really just a system for releasing a chain of 
bubbles at the bottom to rise up through the 
water and interrupt the wave motion. | 
“There is only one point at which a wave 
is really dangerous to anything substantial,” 
he is quoted in the World’s Advance, “and 
that is when it is curling to break. It is 
then undergoing a change from what i« called 
an oscillatory wave—or one whose particles 
merely oscillate—to one whose particles travel 
along in a certain direction. At that partic- 
ular time the momentum attained by the tons 
of water, elevated to whatever height it may 
be and falling from that height, is practically 
irresistible.
